Never a winter like this 


The winter of 1979-80 may well go into 
the record books as the winter that 
wasn't. 

"Several longtime area residents con- 
tacted by The Press agreed, ‘‘Other 
winters have started out as slow as this 
one but none remained mild this long."’ 

Until an early Tuesday snowfall, the 
‘Winter Wonderland” was half-filled 
with people wondering where winter was. 

“IT remember years when we didn’t 
have snow at Christmas,’’ said Franklin 
Spencer, a Boyne City native who's spent 

. most of his 69 years in the area. ‘‘But we 
always got it afterward in iatBe 
quantities.’’ 


‘I don’t remember a time when you 
could walk around on bare ground when it 
was almost Feb. 1,’’ Spencer said. ‘‘I’m 
enjoying it, but I feel sorry for those who 
depend on it.” 

‘ve got a picture taken in the ’30s, 
around Lincoln’s birthday, with a lot of 
brown ground in it,’’ said George Secord 
of East Jordan. ‘‘It was around ’34 or ’35.

‘*We've had green Christmasses be- 


fore, but right after that it'd sriow,’’ 


Sayles recalled. ‘‘I have an older cousin 
who said that he had plowed a field in 
January once, but there was snow before 
and after that.”’ 

Herb DeNise, a resident of the area for 
nearly 60 years and an official weather 
watcher for the National Weather Service 
for the last 10 years, like Sayles, has 
heard mid-winter plowing stories from 
previous mild winters. 

‘“‘A guy I know from East Jordan told 


me about plowing a field in February, but 
that was before my time,’’ said DeNise. 
*‘I remember one green Christmas but it 
snowed right after that. There hasn't 
been a winter like this that I can recall.’’ 

“I can’t remember one quite like it,”’ 
said Blanche Moblo, an East Jordan 
resident for almost 73 years. ‘‘Not one 
that lasted this far into the winter.’”’ 

‘‘L can remember winters when we'd 
stand on fence posts to see over the snow. 
I've seen some really bad winters, but 
never one this mild,’’ she continued. 

‘I know this is the mildest winter I can 
remember,”’ said Nell Blair, a resident of 
the East Jordan area for all but 10 of her 
91 years. 

Former Press publisher Gregg Smith, 
while doing research on annual precipita- 
tion in the county, found accounts of a 
winter in the late 1800s so mild that there 
wasn't enough snow on the ground to pull 
logs from the forests. 

Boyne Country General Manager 
Chuck Moll doesn’t remember a winter 
like this. ‘It’s never been so mild for so 
long, he said. 

Jim Dilworth, manager of Nub’s Nob, 
could recall one similar winter. ‘‘ 
remember that the winter of '65-'66 was 
similar to this,’’ Dilworth said. ‘‘I was at 
Boyne Highlands at the time and there 
was no snow on New Year’s Day at all. 
There was just a lot of green grass. No 
snow and no skiers,"’

CHARLEVOIX - The resignations of 
County Clerk Clarence Rabach and 
County Register of Deeds Grover Geneit 


are a result of cuts they received in their:

Both Geneit and Rabach are retiring 
eatly even though their terms do not 
expire until Dec. 31. Rabach has not 
submitted his resignation to the board of 
commissioners yet but said he plans to 
resign April 1. 

State law says that when a county clerk 
resigns, his successor for the remainder 
of the elective term be appointed by the 
Circuit Court Judge, who is Martin B. 
Breighner. 

Geneit, 62, has previously submitted 
his resignation and will retire March 15. 
Probate Judge John Murphy and Rabach 
will appoint someone to finish the 
remainder of Geneit’s term. Geneit has 


Rabach received a $1,120 salary 
increase from $14,000 to his present 
salary of $15,120. He said he requested a 
salary increase to $17,800, the average 
salary of other county clerks. 

‘'My salary is one of the lowest in the 
state when compared to what other 
county clerks are making. | figured that 
with my Social Security income I'd make 
about as much as if 1 was working when 
you figure my salary subtracting what is 
taken out in taxes,’ he said. 

Toton told The Press that Rabach felt 
he should have gotten more money and 
‘'the difference between him staying on 
and working would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $800.’’ 

Rabach said that other county govern- 
ment positions were being upgraded in 
payscales and that he was ‘‘being passed 
over.’’ 

Rabach did not even consider retiring 
prior to completion of his term until the 
commissioners turned down his 1980 
salary request of $17,800, he said. 

Geneit said he had received no 
cooperation with the county commis- 
sioners in reviewing his submitted 1980 
budget and he ‘‘finally got fed up with 
it.”’ 

Geneit’s budget request was approx- 
imately $53,000 and $11,000 was cut from 
it by the budget review committee. As a 
result, Geneit’s staff was reduced by one 
position, and he said he first learned of 
the cut in a newspaper report. 

Geneit also said that for the volume of 

work he had done and the way that the 
office work load is growing, he should 
have received more of a salary raise than 


he did. Geneit's salary went from $14,000 
to $15,120—the same as Rabach’s. 


In regards to Geneit’s early resigna- 
tion, Toton said that he and other 
commissioners feel that ‘‘Geneit has not 
been doing his job for the last three or 
four months anyway. Steve Pond has 
been doing most of his work.” 


Geneit has recommended that Pond. 


31, be appointed to fill the vacated seat. | 


Pond said he plans to run for the office 
even if he is not appointed for the 
remainder of Geneit’s term. 


Geneit has been training Pond to take 
over his job for the past seven years and

he said Pond hasn't been doing Geneit's 
job. 

‘‘He has not been doing my job. He has 
enough to do on his own because he does 
all the abstract work and I spend my time 
answering the phone and doing all the 
deed work,’’ Geneit said. 

When asked about the problems which 
seem to have erupted between the county 
Republican Party and its own elected 
officials, both Geneit and Rabach said the 
problems have come about because the 
county commissioners would rather see

City Superintendent Herm Rasch ex- 
plained that a public hearing held 
Tuesday night, while not an actual 
requirement for grant aid, served to 
‘fortify the grant application.’’

The community is encouraged to give 
input on the project at all steps of the 
project, Wood said, not just at public 
hearings. 

If funding for the first phase is 
approved, the work would get underway 
this-spring, Wood said.

“decreased as a direct result of lack of 
snowfall this winter in order to help the 
state qualify for federal aid.

Loans at 8% percent interest would be 
available if Michigan receives the 
economic emergency. declaration Gov. 
William Milliken is seeking. 

Vicki Williamson, co-owner of Boyne 
Valley Lodge in Walloon Lake Village, 
said she does not think that declaring the 


State: an emergency should be rushed 
into. 


“Tam in favor of the (Small Business 
Administration) loans if it came to the 
point that I needed it, but I can’t see 
people rushing into it,’’ she said. 

Williamson said that business is down, 
brit she added not to the point that she 
would need to apply for a loan. 

Jim Dilworth, manager of Nub’s Nob 
ski resort in Harbor Springs said that 
rather than apply for loans, businesses 
should do as he has done and cut back on 
operating expenses. 

‘We're not going to send any figures 
to the state or apply for a loan. Instead of 
borrowing money, we’re watching our 
expenses and doing the best we can with 
what we have,”’ Dilworth said. 

There are still two and a half months of 
skiing left, he said, and ‘‘instead of 
sitting around and giving up ship, Nub’s 
Nob will promote the good skiing we do 
have.’

Greed, not nuclear power, will be our undoing 


(The following editorial is reprinted 
from the Jan. 9 Issue of The North Woods 
Call, a statewide paper published by Glen 
Sheppard of Charlevoix. In its masthead, 
The Call states {t is ‘‘An admittedly 
biased newspaper, dedicated to the 


proposition that there is only one side to 
any issue involving natural resources - 
Natures.”’) 

The Call’s editor is weary of. kooks 
warning that he has spent much of his life 
within a hairbreadths. flash of being 
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fried by radiation from nuclear power | 


plants.. The melodrama of the nuc freak 
has distracted us for too long from the 
real challenges of energy conservation 
and nuclear power safety. 

George Reiger’s attack on the nuclear 
industry, under a ‘‘Conservation’’ 
heading in the December issue of Field 
and Stream, served as a reminder that 
this typewriter has labored under the 
shadow of Consumers Power Co.’s Big 
Rock nuclear plant for going on 20 years. 
Big Rock, the kooks--and some objective 


‘people, too--say may be the country’s 


most dangerous nuclear generating 
plant. It was an early prototype, suppose- 
dly lacking the more sophisticated safety 
technology required in more recent 
plants. 

But this editorial writer's ‘‘exposure”’ 
to nuclear plants goes back long before 
Big Rock. Back in the mid-1950’s he drew 
an assignment to cover construction of 
one of the world’s earliest, crudest, 
nuc's, at Fort Greely, in interior Alaska.

Ride the snow train

Whatever happened to winter? 

Winter Fun’s roving reporter decided 

to make a search, and we found winter 
hiding in Ontario. 
Longing for a glimpse of real winter, 
‘we took a day-long trip on the Algoma 
‘Snow Train to a land of frozen blue 
waterfalls, rolling hills, steep snow- 
covered cliffs and lakes dotted with 
fishing shanties. 

The Algoma Central Railway Snow 
Trail winds its way from Sault Ste. Marie, 
Ontario, through 114 miles of untouched 
forests and mountains interlaced with 
numerous frozen lakes and waterfalls, 

About 13 inches of .snow covers the 
Algoma Country which the 17-car train 
‘takes its passengers through. From the 
‘comfort and warmth of your seat the nine 
‘hour round-trip unfolds sights that are 
‘picture postcard perfect.

‘A camera is a must on the trip. It’s a 
good trip to take the family or a group of 
friends on. A good suggestion is to pack a 
cooler full of lunch, snacks and drinks. 
There is a diner car which serves 
breakfast and lunch, but the food is 
somewhat expensive (about $3 for a 
sandwich), and no liquor is served. 

Passengers are welcome to bring beer 
or liquor. 

Snow Train tours are available through 
March 30. Round trip tickets are $17 for 
adults, and $9 for children, Kids under 
five ride free. Reservations for the 
popular one-day tour should be made two 
to three weeks in advance, a railroad 
employee stressed. The train departs at 
8:30 a.m. and returns to the depot at 4:30 
p.m. 

Business has been slower this winter 
than past years. There is usually over SO 
inches of snow in the area, but this winter 
there's only been about 13 inches of 


snow, so the tour has not been swamped 
with reservations. The train, which can 
hold about 600 passengers was only about 
half-full and people could get tickets the 
day of the tour. But, starting next week, 
business should be picking up and 
reservations should be made. 


Passengers board at the Algoma 
Central Depot, only one-half mile over 
the International Bridge. Just past the 
bridge, there are signs directing you to 
the depot. 


As soon as the train departs from the 
depot, the sights begin. Lake Superior 
and the International Bridge are seen to 
the left and two of Sault Ste. Marie’s 
biggest industries, the Algoma Steel Mill 
and Pass Abitibi Paper Company are 
within a few miles of the depot.

A little over a half hour into the trip, 
the train passes over a 100 ft. high, 810 ft. 
long trestle. From here, there’s a great

view of the roaming hills in the Bellevue 
Valley. 

A little farther into the trip the train 
might stop to let off some downhill skiers 
at Mount Searchmont. Skiing ranges fro 
beginning to advanced and all runs have 
chairlifts or T-bars. 

Most of the country next to the railway 
is still a wilderness area and sports- 
men’s paradise. Skiers, fishermen, snow- 
shoers and snowmobilers are dropped off 
along the trip north. They boast about the 
open spaces for their sporting activity, 
and by looking out the window you 
become envious of them getting out in the 
beautiful surroundings. 

The train next passes several lakes 
including Little Achigan Lake, Ogidaki 
Lake and the Chippewa River. Tour 
brochures brag about the trout fishing in 
these lakes and rivers and you can see 
many people in ice shanties. 

The train starts to climb at Batche- 
wana River, 80 miles into the trip, until it 
reaches the Montreal River at mile 97. 

At the Montreal River the train goes 
over a trestle 130 ft. high and 1,550 ft. 
long. There is an excellent view of the 
river and surrounding area when looking 
out the back of the train on an open 
platform. Many photographers opt for 
this view because there’s no ditty window 
to fog up the picture. 

A power dam at the base of the trestle 
retains the waters of the Montreal River. 
The power generated at the dam supplies 
the city of Sault Ste. Marie and sur- 
rounding areas. 

For the next 12 miles of the trip north, 
the train starts descent of over 500 ft. to 
Agawa Canyon. Lake Superior can again 
be seen off in the distance. between the 
_high“hills and trees. Rocky hills Botjed 

with blue frozen waterfalls are on 
horizon. 

One of the prettiest views is Bridal Veil 
and Black Beaver Falls which are caught 
by winter's cold, frozen solid. 

At the end of the fine, the engines 
switch positions and go to the end of the 
train to make the trip home to the depot. 
Tour hostesses suggest that passengers 
switch seats for the ride back. Most 
people do, because it’s a chance to catch 
some of the sights they missed on the trip 
north, 

The trip back to the depot is much 
quieter with many passengers taking a 
nap or settling down with. a good book. 

After the long train ride, rather than 
drive back two and a half hours to 
Charlevoix County, stay at one of several 
hotels and motels available close to the 
Algoma Central Depot. 

Over a dozen hotels and motels can be 
found within seven miles of the depot.
